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ROSES OUT-OF-DOORS 


OSE-GROWING is becoming more and more popular with flower-lovers, especially since the introduction 
of the wealth of new varieties which have been developed during the last decade, suitable for out-of-door 
culture in our rigorous climate. The best of the new, together with many of the old favorites are 
included in the carefully revised lists to be found in the following pages. The varieties are grouped 
according to the uses for which they are best fitted. Every sunny corner of the home grounds may well be 
occupied by some type of rose; it will surely respond liberally to even ordinary attention. 
Most varieties can be supplied either dormant or in pots, the latter being intended for late spring and mid- 
summer planting. 


CULTURAL NOTES 


Roses grown primarily for perfection of bloom, as is usually the case, require a warm and sunny, yet well ventilated 
situation, with rich soil and plenty of water at regular intervals. Proximity to overhanging trees or buildings should be 
avoided, as well as exposure to sweeping winds. The soil is best prepared to a depth of two feet or more, placing a 
layer of stones and gravel at the bottom of such an excavation for drainage, then filling in successively with sods and 
well-rotted manure, finishing to the level of the ground with rich, friable loam. Roses are gross feeders, but prepara- 
tion as outlined will make for vigorous growth for several seasons. 

Dormant roses should be planted early in the spring, although a few of the hardier sorts will bear fall planting. 
After May first, only pot-grown plants can be relied upon for thrifty growth; they have an active root-system_ estab- 
lished, and may be set out in the open ground at any time during the summer. Many of the best roses are “budded,’—that 
is, the flowering wood is grafted or budded to a wild root-stock. and this bud or graft, which is readily distinguished, 
should always be set a couple of inches below the surface of the ground. If given an opportunity, the wild root will 
send up a coarse, prickly “sucker” which will eventually sap the strength of the less robust flowering wood. Two to 
three feet apart is the proper spacing when planting a rose-bed, the distance depending upon the size of the plants, and 
the habit of growth of the variety in hand. 

Thorough cultivation of the rose-bed is advisable, the purpose of this being not only to prevent the growth of weeds, 
but to conserve the moisture about the roots of the plants. Plenty of water should be applied during dry periods. 

Of the injurious insects which attack the roses the green fly or aphis, appearing early in the season, is the most 
persistent. A “contact” spray, which kills by caustic action, is necessary, and we recommend Nico-Fume Liquid in a 
soap solution for this purpose. Various other preparations of like nature are obtainable.. Insects which eat the leaves, 
such as caterpillars. worms, and slugs, require a poisonous spray for their extermination; Hellebore or Arsenate of 
Lead are effective, though the latter discolors the foliage to some extent. 

Mildew, which frequently appears on the leaves and stems especially in cold, damp weather, may be controlled by 
a spray of one ounce of sulphide of potassium, dissolved in eight ounces of soft soap and three gallons of water. Dust- 
ing with powdered sulphur is also effective. z 

_ Cut-flower roses, excepting perhaps the Hybrid Perpetuals, need winter protection in latitudes north of Philadelphia. 

This may be provided by a heavy mulching of coarse manure, straw or leaves; evergreen boughs are often helpful in 
holding the other material in place, besides being a protection in themselves. Individual plants may be wrapped in 
straw or straw and burlap. Banking of earth to a height of a foot or more may be recommended as_a most effective 
prevention of injury from cold, especially if covered well with manure after the ground first freezes. Climbing roses are 
usually sufficiently hardy to stand a normal winter: but when planted in exposed locations it is safer to bend the tops 
down to the ground and cover them with soil and litter. Before covering, the tops may be cut back somewhat, so that 
the material may be more easily applied. Of course, this should be followed in the spring bv the regular pruning. 
_. Roses grown for cut-flowers should be severely pruned. The result will be not only better flowers. but prolonged 
life to the plant. Hybrid Perpetuals and Hybrid Teas should be pruned as early in the spring as weather will permit. 
Thin out the weak shoots and side growth and cut back the main wood to from four to eight “eyes.” leaving about one- 
third of the previous year’s growth. Weak-growing varieties can be cut nearly to the ground and they will produce 
excellent flowers in June. Dwarf or Bedding roses require only the dead and weaker branches to be removed, pruning the 
tips back lightly. Climbing roses should not be pruned severely. Cut out the coarse, heavy wood over two years old; 
the remaining wood should not be pruned back until after flowering, as the blooms come on last year’s growth.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Gladioli require much the same soil conditions as do potatoes, rich, yet porous, soils giving best results. Stable 
manure may be used for fertilizer; but commercial phosphate, sheep manure, or a mixture of ground bone and wood- 
ashes is good, the last-named being especially valuable. 

Bulbs may be planted as early as the ground has dried out in spring, and plantings may continue at intervals until 
early July if succession of bloom is sought. Time of bloom varies from sixty-five to ninety days after planting. Set 
the bulbs right-side up, five or six inches deep and three to six inches apart, selecting a situation where sunlight and 
moisture will be plentiful. Frequent cultivation should be given during the growing season. 

In the fall, after the leaves turn brown, the bulbs should be lifted and the stalks cut off, after which they should 
be stored in a cool place where frost will not reach them. When they have dried, the adhering fibrous roots and 
shriveled “spent” corm should be torn off.

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DAHLIAS 


HESE old-fashioned flowers have always been in fayor on account of their bright colors, and their free- 

dom of bloom under unfavorable conditions. While the Dahlias of fifty years ago were short-stemmed, 

close-petaled, formal little flowers, prized chiefly for this novel formality, later developments have added 

such beauty and gracefulness to the blooms that they are more than worthy of the increasing interest in 
their cultivation which is now apparent. 

Their extreme variation in form and color has resulted in an almost endless assortment of named Dahlias; 
but careful selection reduces to a comparatively small number the sorts that are of recognized value for garden 
cultivation, and it is of such sorts that our collection is comprised. Type of flower is indicated after name 
of each. 


CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


Strong roots may be planted about two weeks before danger from frost is over. In the vicinity of Boston that is 
usually between the middle of April and the first of May. As the Dahlia is essentially a late-flowering plant, early plant- 
ing is desirable in order to secure as large an amount of bloom as possible before the frosts of autumn. 

Any good garden soil will give success, though it is essential that it be of such nature as to hold moisture through 
periods of drought. Deep and thorough tillage both before and after planting is an important factor. All fertilizing mate- 
rials should be thoroughly incorporated with the soil and the ground thoroughly spaded up to a depth of ten inches. Deep 
tillage allows the roots to penetrate the soil to a good depth after food and moisture particularly during a drought, 
while during wet seasons it provides drainage. After the growth starts, the surface soil should be kept cultivated; but 
when the flowering season commences, this cultivation must be carefully and lightly done so that not more than two or 
three inches of the surface soil is stirred. Dahlias require little or no watering except in times of severe and protracted 
drought. Whenever the plants are watered, the soil should soon afterwards be lightly but thoroughly stirred to a depth 
of two or three inches to prevent the surface caking. 

Plant the roots on their sides with the “eyes” as near the bottom as possible and cover with two or three inches 
of soil. When the shoots appear, remove all but the strongest one, and when two or three leaves appear on that one, 
pinch out the centre. Branches will then come out below the level of the ground. During the growing season, the soil 
can be hilled well up to the stems and the plants will be thoroughly supported without the use of stakes. 

The tubers should be lifted as soon as the tops have been blackened by frost, but not before. Shake off the adhering 
particles of soil and dry for a few hours in the sun, being careful that the temperature is well above freezing. The 
roots should be stored in a cellar, and conditions best suited for potatoes will be found to suit Dahlias. If the cellar 
is very dry or if there is danger from frost, they may be buried in dry sand, sawdust or tanbark. Frost, excessive heat 
or moisture are fatal to Dahlias in storage. 

The clumps may be wintered undivided but they should be divided before planting. Care must be taken to see that 
each root has at least one “eye” or it will not start. The eyes or buds are usually found well up on the stem, so that 
each root should be cut off with a part of the collar or stalk. If difficulty is experienced in finding the eyes, division 
of the clumps may be postponed until nearly time for planting, when a few days in a warm, moist place will start suffi- 
cient growth to show the eyes distinctly.

FLOWERING CANNAS 


UR collection comprises many of Wintzer’s greatest creations in giant orchid-flowered Cannas, all of 
() which have won the highest awards at the world’s most notable exhibitions. These new and improved 

forms of Cannas must be seen to be appreciated. Their brilliancy of color, perfect flower-spikes, and 
free blooming qualities combine to make them the most popular of flowering plants for lawn decoration. Our 
Canna fields, when in bloom, always attract much favorable comment. 

Cannas thrive in any good garden soil, made rich with with well-rotted stable dressing. Best results are obtained 
by starting the roots indoors during March or April, the plants being set out after the weather is settled and the ground 
warm, usually in May or June. When planting dormant roots, do not set too deep. The eye should show a little above the 
ground when done. Set them about 18 inches apart each way. Water sparingly the first two weeks after planting; when 
growing freely, water liberally. We do not furnish dormant roots after April 1st, but have a full stock of growing plants 
in pots ready for setting as soon as weather conditions are favorable. By setting these pot-grown plants, one secures a 
much longer flowering period than when dormant roots are planted. Cannas continue to bloom freely until the frost cuts 
them down in the late autumn, after which the roots should be lifted and stored in a dry place free from frost.
